TARIFF BILL ATTACKED

sued instructions to his supporters to 
cease ail attacks upon Crown forces 
and civilians and discontinue- military 
maneuvers of all kinds. 


The instructions from Mr. de Va- 


lera, tho Irish office said, also were 
to prohibit the use of arms, to ab- 
stain from interference with public or 
private property, and to 
discounten-

This money, ha eays, is now hoarded 
because Its possessors aro

Hays proposes to raise tho Postal 


bank's Interest rate from two to threo 
per cent, and to GO liberalize tho bank 
in other ways that hoarded money will 
How into It. 


The Postal bank now has 
SOS,000 


depositors, 70 per cent, of whom, are 
of foreign extraction. Mr. Hays may 
be mistaken as to tho amount of mon- 
ey hoarded and also as to efficacy t>f 
a slightly higher rate of intereit to 
bring hoarded money from Its hiding 
place.

to the babies so as to sava them from 
the summer maladies

causa a largo 
infant 
mortality 
in 


August and September. 


The baby needs relief from the roast- 


Ing heat and it should not be exposed 
to tho direct heat of the sun. Some 
babies left with older children ara 
carted about tho streets la tho broiling 
sun or taken to the parks and com- 
mons during the hottest hours of tho 
day. That alone Is sufficient to bring 
mi Illness. Tho baby taken out In a 
carriage In hot weather should at least 
be well protected by a shade. 


Thu best time to take little ones 


to the parks is in Ihe early moniirg 
or In the evening. A day's outing In 
tho hot weather would save the lives 
of many of the waifs that will other- 
wise fall victims of cholera infantum 
or some other disease due to the In- 
tense heat. 


If the work of the Lowell Guild were 


generously supported by the public the 
rate of Infant mortality might pe 
greatly reduced. 
Much has been done 


In the past but much more can be 
done by education, co-operation 
and 


practical sympathy for Iho mothers 
who have to battlo against advcrsd 
conditions to save the lives of their In- 
fants In small tenements whero the 
heat becomes almost unbearable 
and
